The  population  of  the  Urban  District  was  in  mid  1937 
estimated  to  be  3,114. 

The  i»  umber  of  deaths  were  21  males  and  19  females,  a  total 
of  40,  1  eaving  a  death  rate  of  12.8,  compared  with  12.4  for  England 
an  d  Wal  es.  This,  in  with  the  other  two  districts  upon  which  1  have 
reported,  disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries  were  one  of  the  biggest 
factors,  but,  differently  from  the  cases  in  Hoylandswaine  and  Thurl- 
stone,  cancer  cause  d  th  e  death  of  6  men  and  6  women,  Hoyland¬ 
swaine  having  no  death  from  this  cause  and  Thurlstone  only  2. 

During  the  year  17  boys  and  17  girls  were  born,  a  total  of  34. 
Th  is  gives  a  birth  rate  of  10.9  compared  with  England  and  Wales

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Two  babies  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months,  giving 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  39  per  1,000  births  compared  with 
England  and  Wales  of  58  per  1,000. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1  Erysipelas  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Inspections  of  nuisances,  and  slaughter-houses,  and  carcases 
have  been  carried  out  regularly. 

A  number  of  houses  have  been  inspected  on  several  occasions, 
and  in  many  cases  the  owners  have  put  the  necessary  work  in  hand.
